If stacked in an open rick- 
yard, it requires to be thatched, and this is 
not always done well, as 
scarce, and, if bad wea 
meantime, the hay is damaged. Tf, however, 
it is stored in a hay barn, it is safely pro- 
tected against the weather; no extra expense 
is incurred and waste is obviated. As 
things are in farming, therefore, Mr, Kennan 
declared that every stock-breeder should pos- 
sess an all-steel hay barn, which, with an 
occasional coat of paint, will last for many 
years and more than repay its initial cost. 
All-steel hay barns, he said, have been made 
and erected in Ireland for over fifty years. 

Until quite recently other types of farm 
buildings were not made of steel, but steel 
now forms one of the chief materials for 
such structures, and. timber is being: dis- 
carded, 


A Modern Cow Byre. 


A modern cow byre, said. Mr. Kennan, 
should have a feeding passage running along 
in front of the line of cows, and have a feed- 
ing trough, a standing platform and a milking 
passdge behind the cows. .The structural part 
of such a building depends almost entirely on 
the internal arrangemerts and lay out of the 
floor area. The correct floor space allowed 
jor a modern cow byre where there is a single 
row of cattle should provide for three feet 
for the feeding passage, three feet for the 
trough, including a four-snch or six-inch dwarf 
wall between the back of the trough and the 
feeding passage, and a six-inch thick coping in 
front of the trough. The stand for the cows 
should be four feet eight inches for average- 
sized cattle to ensure their cleanliness; two

war, poultry-keepers last “Christmas 
were well satisfied with the prices obtained 
for fat turkeys. So, even if the same con- 
ditions shoul vail when the season comes 
round again, there is no reason to anticipate 
any great change in the turkey market. In 
fact, this branch of the poultry industry 
might even counterbalance any adversity m- 
curred in other lines of the business. Iv 
order, however, to ensure, as far as is 
humanly possible, success in the matter of 
rearing turkeys close attention must be paid 
to certain essential factors. Perhaps, neglect 
of these details is one, and the principal, 
cause of the difficulty sometimes experienced 
in rearing turkeys and of numerous losses 
among the young birds. Sa 
In the first, place, if strong, healthy turkey 
chicks are expected, it is necessary to breed 
from sound, matured and, if possible, unre- 
lated stock. Weakly birds are often the re: 
sult of in-breeding or of the matings ol 
turkey pullets with cockerels. The best re- 
sults are generally obtained from hens in their 
second or third year mated with healthy. 
well-grown cockereis; vice versa, a male bird 
in his second or third year can be success:

Selecting Stock Birds. 


Unless stock birds are especially valuable, 
it is not practical to retain them for a 
third year. Fresh male birds from. sound, 
reliable stock should be used each season. 
Where it is found: inconvenient or extraya- 
gant to keep a male bird, the hens should 
be taken to one of the local turkey stations, 
where specially selected male birds are kept 
under the supervision of the Department's in- 
structors. ese birds. are all pure bred, 
and usually of the American Bronze variety.

CENTURY.

S séis the great port and capital of 


New South Wales, whose inhabitants 
boast that they possess the finest 
harbour in the world, is preparing to cele- 
brate the centenary. of its existence as a city. 
It was in June, 1833, states Reuter, that 
the administration of Sydney passed from the 
hands of the Legislative Council to a Com- 
mission entrusted with the water supply and 
a large measure of control over the police.

DOCT oR’ S EXPERIMENTS 
WITH NEW SERUM.

Hopes that typhus may be conguered bave 
been roused by the production of a new 
serum by Dr. Hans Zinsser, the Harvard 
bacteriologist, who two Pash ago announced 
the isolation of the deadly typhus germ. 

Animals have been made immune to the 
disease by this ‘serum, states Reuter from 
Cambridge, Massachusetts. ; i 

Dr. Zinsser minimises the importance of 
the work, which he and two other 
collabérators have done, but he indicates 
that a teginning has been made, though 
wuch remains to be done. befere complete 
ecntrol uf the various typés of ‘typhus can 
be promised. " i 
In their research the three ductors dis- 
covered that the fever germs were earried by 
vats, which kept the diséase alive through a 
cycle of. transmission from one to another, 
but that the rodents did not die from it. 
The disease was transmitted from rats to 
man by the rats flea, and from man to man 
by lice, which led to epidemics. 

"Dr. Zinsser and one of his collpberators, 
Dr. M. L Castaneda, have concentrated on 
the so-called Mexican type of typhus, which 
is closely associated, but less viralent, than

350 per cent.

4286 discloses no adequate grounds 
for the demand made by His 
Majesty’s Government for the 
hberation of the employés of the 
Metropolitan-Vickers Company at 
Moscow without trial, or for the 
granting to His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment, for the purpose of reprisals 
against the Government of Russia, 
of the exceptional powers for pro- 
hibition of imports proposed in 
the bill,’ 
, He said that they were discussing a 
matter oí first-class gravity, and he did 
not desire to say anything which would 
exacerbate feelings already running high. 
He suggested that the House was being 
asked to grant to the Government powers 
which, so far as he knew, were. unprece- 
dented in the history of this country. He 
did not deny that Britain had an absolute 
right to afford protection to its subjects 
in a foreign country; but international 
law recognised no right of interference in 
the internal affairs of a foreign country, 
unless a certain specified state of affairs 
could be shown to have arisen with regard 
to the nationals of another country. 

There were three conditions precedent 
to the action which the Government pro- 
posed to take, First, the citizens in ques- 
tion must have exhausted all the means 


That could pot happen until after the 
trial of the case. Secondly, the commis- 
sion of a wrong against these particular 
individuals must be clearly established. 
Thirdly, the denial by the legal tribunals 
of justice must be equally clearly estab- 
lished. He contended that so far nothing 
had. been disclosed which entitled the 
Government to take the action contem- 
plated by this »ill. 


THE WHITE PAPER 
CRITICISED. 


_ The White Paper showed a tendency to 
jump to conclusions and prejudice the 
issue.
